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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 1 3 is amended to correct a typographical 
error. The present rejections are maintained for the reasons of record. 

Applicant alleges that Halliday does not qualify as prior art. However Halliday qualifies as prior art based on its priority claim to 60/462,538, 
filed 4/1 1/03, which antedates applicants foreign priority date. In response to applcaint's statement, "Applicants do not concede use of a 
provisional application filing date to establish priority over claims is permissible," applicant's attention is directed to MPEP 2136.03, which 
states, "The 35 U.S.C. 102(e) critical reference date of a U.S. patent or U.S. application publications and certain international application 
publications entitled to the benefit of the filing date of a provisional application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) is the filing date of the provisional 
application with certain exceptions if the provisional application(s) properly supports the subject matter relied upon to make the rejection in 
compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. " 60/462,538 clearly supports Halliday (Col. 12, lines 60-65) at page 1093, lines 15-23. 

With respect to the contention that Rusoff teaches away from the claimed combination, it is noted that a reference may be relied upon for all 
that it would have reasonably suggested to one having ordinary skill the art, including nonpreferred embodiments. The passage cited from 
Rusoff, indicating that it may be desirable to avoid the presence of cocoa solids in the Rusoff extract is not seen to "clearly teach away from 
adding cocao powder to its cacao flavoring composition" but rather suggests the inclusion of cacao solids may not be most preferred.
